of government liquor dealing was 
setup. The claim of the modera- 
tion league there, as in this prov- 
ince, was that because they could 
not buy liquor openly in moderate 
quantities people were buying it 
surreptitiously in  immoderate 
amounts; that they were drinking 
stuff that was more damaging to 
the constitution than government 
guaranteed whiskey would be; and 
that they were paying hold-up 
Prices for it.

To 
Suppose there is less drinking, o1 
less drunkeness, than under the 
prohibitory legislation would be 
foolish. And the worst feature of 
all is that the people interested in 
the traffic are defying the gov- 
ernment to bring them into con- 
formity with law with the 
terests of public order and 
ceney, 

Not very much has been heard of 
the moderation league in Alberta 
since British Columbia started to 
carry out its plans for saving so 
ciety from the debauchery pre- 
| valent under prohibition. If they 
still want that kind of ‘‘eontrol’’ 
in Alberta they are keeping quiet 
about it. That is to the credit of 
the judgment of the leaguers. The 
results in B. C. are not such as to 
show people of this province that 
they could lessen the scope and 
consequences of the liquor traffic 
by setting up government shops. 
Under prohibition at its worst, 
conditions in Alberta have never 
been other than incomparably bet- 
ter than they are in British Co- 
lumbia under the system of sup- 
posed government control.
